HOW DID MERSZREAU GET HOLD OF IT? 
Little facts in connection with former trane- 
actions of the Chicago Whisky Ring are every 
day cropping out in byways, and though many of 
them are not in themselves very important, they 
ere noticeable for the regularity with which they 
point to one conclusion, which, it scarcely needs 
be said. is the guilt of the parties bheretofvre in- 
doed. in this connection may be related an in- 
cident which bas only recentiy fully come to 
light, bearing on the mixed mass of stuff which 
came before the last Grand Jury ia connsotion 
with Roswell C. Mersereaa’s case. . 

To state the matter briefly, it mav de said that 
Roswell C. Mersereau's dietillery was seized, to- 
gether witb some others, May 10 last, and tha: 
at that time the revenue officers took into oas- 
tody numerous books and papers belonging +o 
that as well as to otber places—for instance, 
Roeile, Junker & Co.’s. These papers, books, 
and the like were afterwards taken to the Cus- 
tom-House, and put into a vault in the Marshal's 
oflice. 

it may fairly be supposed that this seizure did 
not carry calm to the breasts of any of the dix- 
tillers, but sudsequent disclosures go to show 
that Mersereau was without doubt the most anx- 
ious of the lot. This was because he koew that 
among his papers was a receipt from the Chicago 
Dock Company for 150 bariels of whisay; aud 
that said whisky was in barrels Leaving stamos 
tbat bad been reported to the Collector as 
erased. This state of things be supposed 
to bave added veiy little to . Mersereau’s 
comfort. 

It is known that, during the weeks following 
the semure, Mersereau made efforts worth: a 
better cause to get his crooked stuft out of-con- 
fluement. 

HIS FIRST MOVE 

was naturally to apply to Mr. Durphy. Secretary 
of the Dovk Company, to have his whisky re- 
leased. The natural and business-like aus ver 
eas that the Company could not do it without 
the production of the receipts, which were at 
that moment locked up io the Cus om-House. 
Mersereau insisted, and Durphy refused. Sub- 
sequeatiy Mersereau again called at the office, 
and. it is alleged, proposed to Dur hy to let bim 
knock in the beads of the barrels and let the 
whisky run iato the sewers from where it was. 
Tuis was pot agreed to, the Secretary saying 
that the stuff woud stink all the way to 
Bridgeport.” 

Mersereau remonstrated and insisted, saying, 
„No, it won't; I'll taxe care about that.” but 
Durpby was immovabie, and the whisky was not 
released. 

THE NEXT MOVE 

of Mersereau's was to invoke the aid of friends, 
of whom be appeared to have manv aod iuflu- 
ential. It is said that Charies H. Reed, State's 
Attornev, met Durphy on the street soon after, 
and said to him, in sabstauce. You muetn’t be 
too h on Mersereau ; go easy on him and 
we will see that you come to no harm.“ But 
Durphy was, not persuaded even by this. It is 
to be noted that over a month ago Reed was 
accused in a newspaper article of baviog gone 
to the office of the Secretary of the Chicago 
Dry-Dock Company” in company with Merse- 
reau and plesding for the delivery of the whis- 
ky. This Mr. Reed denied, as foilows : 

„J never in my life conversed with him about 
whisky, crooked or straight.

New Tonk, Dec. 23.—One of the most cruel 
swindles ever perpetiated in this rascality-ridden 
sity came to light on Monday last. An adver- 
tisement recently appeared in all the morning 
papers for five bookkeepera, twelve salesmen, 
tour porters, and three messengera, for a pew 
wholesaie dry-goods concern. All applications 
were to de taade by letters, and it was added 
that all letters inclosing a 3-cent stamp would be 
answered. Address Lox -—~ This may 
cem a very small affair, but the re- 
sult provea how many people there are 
in this city watching for situations; for it has 
transpired that the number cf answers to this 


dvertisement exceeded 
FOUR THOUSAND ! 
No answers are known to have been sent to any 
of the responses, and, although the amount paid 
by ench victim was very small, the swindle prob- 
ably paid the perpetrators a profit of over $100. 
lt was, hoivever, a very painful joke on 
jhose who were epcouraged to hope 
for a sitvation. The detectives have 
the matter in hand, and are trving to discover 
the swindlers, 10 order to punish them as an ex- 
ample to others. An officer who has experience 
in ferreting out this class of crimipals assures 
me that four of every five advertisemevts in 
which an inclosure of a stamp or other vaiua- 
ble consideration is requested, are downright 
frauds. Any step toward punishing such 
wiuqiprs will be a service to the community. 
RETURN OF AN ERRING JUDGE. 

Judge Van Brunt returned from Europe last 
week, and presided in the Court of Common 
Pleas on Monday. It was a surprise to his 
friends, and will probably provoke action in 
some form for his removal from office. He is 
the Judge referred to by the papers a few weeks 
ago who admitted himself / guilty of 2 
violation of the Seventh Commandment, in 
order to ellow his former wife to obtain a 
feeree of divorce. The decrée was entered, 
poupled with a prohibition against another 


marriage upon his part. Io the teeth of this 
decree he went abroad, and shortiy after mar- 
tied, in Paris, a pretty choir singer. Au ordinary 
individua! might-have dove this without exciting 
any especial surprise; but for a Judge, who has 
the power to make decrees of this kind himseif. 
to violate the order of Court, is regarde?, even 
in this tree-and-easy city, as an ontrage. The 
Jadge has thus far fought off the interviewers 
by a very simple process. He refuses to see 
them, and thus far has not volunteered a single 
statement in his own defense. Sub rosa, 
it is understood that he bas no 
valid @efense; and that, if all the 
facts were made known, it would, reaily 
appear worse for the érring Judge tban the par- 
ticolare made public will warrant.

EXTRAORDINARY EXPERIENTE OF AN INSURANCE 
COMPANY. 
The Germania Fire Insurance Company, of 
New York, recently enjoyeda novel sensation. 
Last spring the Company met with a loss, at one 
of ite Western agencies, by the burning of a 
fweliing-bouse, aud paid around sum for a risk 
beid on some housebold-furniture. The loses was 
adjusted and paid, and forgotten. Recently an in- 
timation reachea the Company that, although the 
party bad positively sworn that he was the sole 
owner of the property dectroyed, yet, in fact, a 
considerable portion of it belonged to another 
indrvidoal,—thus making bim liable for perjury. 
The Company ordered an investigation ; but, be- 
fore they had necertained ai] these facts, one day 
s Catholic priest entered the Company's office, 
ud the cas hier a check for $500, drawn 
xy the Bishop to the Company's order, stating 
2. this sum bad been wrongfully taken from 
the Company by a Catholic, who had become 
jonscience-stricken, and now returned it through 
the confessional.

stunted condition of the Public Treasury, 
but it strikes a disinterested observer as a epeci- 
men of far-fetched generosity to provide erimi- 
nals with turkey when there ate so many de- 
serving people, who are not conviets, compelled 
to go without turkey and every other luxury ou 
that great festal day. The most needy people 
in New York to-day are the hatf-starved mechao- 
ics and clerks of both sexes, who have situations 
and emplo ment at salaries scarcely sufficient 
to keep them in board, and not enough for board 
and clothing both. Salaries in this eity have 
been reduced so far ducing the past year that 
hundreds of cases of embezzlement on a small 
scale ha ve occurred, through the actual sufferiag 
of the offenders for bodily comforts. These 
ciasses (not the embezzlere) are the persons who 
should receive Christmas dimmers, and not the 
convicts on Black wells Island. 

OAKEY MALL'S DEBUT.

Hall as an actor is a failure. All the papers but 
the 7ribune feintiy praised bis first appearance; 
but William Winter, of the Tribune, saw 
through the deceit at first glance, and said,

The other jour- 
pals, taking the cue from Winter, bave 
since said substantially the same thing. It was 
an adroit arrangement to have Mr. Hail appear 
in a part which symbolized his own peculiar ex- 
perience,-—that of a man wroogly accused, under 
the ban of suspicion awhile, and at last viadi- 
cated; in short, the oid, old story of injured 
innocence triumphant.

We are having a run on private theatricals 
this winter, to a greater extent than ever, 
Tere are more exhibitions of this character on 
the carpet now than the oldest society man ever 
knew before. Some of the representations of 
the lichter quality of plays, such as farces, 
comediettas, etc., are veryloreditable; but the 
more ambitious attempts are failures. One club, 
which had attamedin former winters consider- 
able reputation for first-rate amateur representa- 
tions, undertook ‘‘ The ‘licket-of-Leaye Man“ 
afew evenings since. They bired the Lexing- 
ton-Avenue Opera- House (a private theatyp * 
and bad a crowded audience. The per- 
formance was, however, a most dismal 
failure. It was epun out till nearly 
half-past 1 o'clock in the morning; 
and, when the curtain fell on the fouith 
act, at midnight, two-thirds of the audience re- 
tired. Everybody was disgusted and sorry, but 
it shows how absurd it is to get up a play of 
such length without properly-trained stage man- 
agement. — 

SINGULAR SUPERSTITION. , 

A very curious episode is reported in the case 
of the murdered Jewess, Sara Alexander. Her 
body was taken to the Morgue for identification, 
and of course was washed and dressed, It ap- 
pears that her countrymen—Polish Jews—have a 
custom of burying the bodies of murdered per- 
sons without this necessary washing process.

ISH WOMEN, 


The Cambridge Boys’ Neighbors and 
Their fnetitution’s Progress. 
London Correspondence of New York Times. 

During the last few years an interesting ex- 
periment in regard to the higher education of 
women has been going on at Girton College, 
Cambridge. 

Girton College was founded with the object of 
filliog, in relation to girls’ schools and home 
teaching, a position avalaguous to that occupied 
by the universities toward the public schools for 
boys. The course of matruction lasts about 
three years, half of each year being spent in 
College. There are three terma in the year, and 
the charge for board, lodging, aod instruction w 
£35 a term. Every candidate for admission 
must pass a preliminary examination in four 
subjects, one of which must be English gram- 
mar and composition, arithmetic, English bis- 
tory, physical and political geography, and 
Scripture history from the New Testament; the 
last subject being, however, optional, as well as 
Latin, Greek, French, German, algebra, chem- 
istry, botany, music, eto. 

The object of the pretiminary examination is 
of course merely to test the capacity of the 
candidate. The course of study iacludes divini- 
4. modern languages (English, French, aod 

erwman ), ciassios, pure and mixed mathematics, 
moral science (including history), natural his- 
tory, and vocal music, an extra charge being 
made for instrumental music, harmony, Italian, 
aod drawing. Degrees and coilege certificates 
are oonferred on students who have shows 
their proficiency according to the standard of 
u examivations qualifying for the B. A. de- 
gree of Cambridge University, Certificates are 
iso given for proficiency in single sabjects, 
There are several scholarships aud exhibitions 
attached to the institution. 

The religious instruction and services are in 
accordance with Church of England principles, 
but there is a liberal conscience clause.” The 
college was first opened in a temporary buildiog 
in 1869 ; in 1873 it was installed in the buildings 
specially erected for it as Girton, in the imme-

CHURCH-PROPERTY. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune: 

New Yorr, Dec. 24.—The Blaine amendment, 
so known, is good as far as it goes; the Presi- 
dent’s proposition is, in some minds, debatable. 
If churches are rightfully considered an essen- 
tial part of the educational system of the United 
States, as many believe, then taxation cannot 
well be defended, I refer, of course, to 
church-edifices in actual use, and not to 
property not required for church-edifices, 
cemeteries or other burial-places. I do 

ot pow care to debate this general 
question. The root of this difficnlty lies in the 
fact that churches are not restricted to property 
of this kind, but are allowed to accumulate ad 
much as they please ; some of them practicing 
upon this liberty to a notorious aud dangerous 
extent. To put an end to this practice, let Con- 
gress be generally petitioned to take constitu- 
tional steps in the matter. The following form 
of petition is enggested, not defining details of 
5 proceeding that will require careful considera- 

ion: 
To the Congress af the United States: 

The undersigned, citizens of the United States, peti- 
tion 2 honorable body to take the necessary con- 
stitutional steps to prohibit, within proper limits, all 
churches from acquiring or boiding, directly or in- 
directiy, in their corporate capacity, by legal or per- 
sonal representatives, or in any other way or manner, 
real or personal property or estate, of any kind what- 
ge ver; providing for the sale, within a reasonable 
time, ®f ail such property now so held, other than that 
which may be excepted by law. 

I ask you to publish the above; and I enggest 
its publication by Western papers generally, and 
that the petition be copied and signed by indi- 
viduals, families, etc., and forwarded to mem-

Interesting Sketch of the Place Whero 
Wilson, Begg, and Lockhart Met.

Pleading our long 
time interest in the magazine and its contribu- 
tors as our only apology tor the intrusion, we 
were quickly relieved from Our embarrassment 
by the assurance thatit would be a pieasure to 
gratify our curiosity, We sat awhile by the tire, 
and listeoed to an 19 account of the 
choice spirits who attended ** Maga during her 
early days, aod were shown the parior where they 
commonly met for conversation or work. The 
furniture remained much 2 it was during 
Wilson's lifetime, old Kt's chair being in ite 
accustomed place.

THE PARDONING POWER. 


it Exercise at the Joliet Peniten. 
tiary on Christmas-Day. 
To the Editor of Lhe Chicago Tribune : 

Cuicaco, Dec. 28.—Permit me to take excep- 
tion to your article in this morning’s issue, en- 
titled The Abuse of the Pardoning Power.” 
I was so fortanate as to be prosent at the Peni- 
tentiary in Joliet last Sunday, when the men 
Butler and Gallagher were pardoned, and I can 
best state the ground of my objection to the 
artucle mentioned by narrating brieily what took 
piace. 

The scene is familiar enough to many,—1,400 
convicts gathered in one room, and the score or 
more of keepers,—but the circumstances attend- 
ing their assemblinrg on that special occasion are 
exceedingly rare. It was well known that one 
or more pardons would be granted at the Christ- 
mas season; but who would obtain them, of 
course only the Warden could have told. After 
a prayer, a song, and an address by 
a gentleman not a clergyman, the War- 
den arose to speak to the prisoners. You 
may imagine the auiet oi that room. You 
may call the scone ‘‘pathetic”; it was not that, 
but exceedingly impressive. Let me say just 
here that, previous to my witnessing the scene 
of last Sunday, I was a most earnest advocate of 
the removal of the pardoning power with refer- 
ence to men convicted of murder; but now, for 
reasous which I shall state, I hold quite the con- 
trary opinion. The Warden said, “There is no 
man here who does not hope at some time to go 
out from this institution a free man. Some will 
go away before New-Year’s,—many in a few 
months; all hope to be free at some time.“ 
Within 10 feet of where I sat, a man, a member 
of the choir, bit his lip, and, closing bis eves, 
nervously shook his head most sadly at the 
worde. He seemed to have no hope of pardon ; 
yet the fact remains, “Ail hope to be free at 
some time.” The Warden then said that 
he held a letter in his hand from 
one of the men pardoned last Christm as. 
His story of a year’s freedom was briefly this: 
Faithful work at his trade of a cooper, in Chi- 
cago, and, despite the hard times,a bank-ac- 
count of $200. Query: Did the Governor do 
wrong in pardoning that man ? 

The Warden took the pardon from his pocket, 
and, glaucing at me, said: Thi, is for a man 
committed for life, who, during all hie service of 
ten years, has received no mark of censure, no 
reproof, no rebuke, no reprimand.” His whole 
conduct had been of the most exemplary kind. 
What was the chief motive to that man to do as 
he had done? Notso much to avoid present 
penalties as the hope of a pardon. 

I pass over the dramatic scene of the man’s 
coming forward to receive his pardon, and leave 
that for those who, seeing oaly that, fail to read 
the hidden lesson which every prisoner read, 
and, | am eure, profited by. 

ue secondis for a man committed for 
twenty years,” said the Warden, —one who, in 
the earlier part of bis confinement, was what 
you cail a ‘hard case.“ He was punished three 
times in one year, —he caused the ollicers of 
the prison great troubie,—** but he at lass 
turned ‘rigbt-about face; and from that day, 
nearly eight years ago, he has demeaned him- 
self as well as we could desire. He has mastered 
his trade, and there is not u better stone-cutter 
in the State.“ 

Now, if you please, do we not see why they 
were pardoned? And ought you co have in- 
veigbed so.strongly against the Governor, when, 
as vou copfess, you did not know the reasons? 
Evidently the reasons were a reward for good 
behavior to the men themselves, and an incen- 
tive to others to do as weliaod merit the same 
favor. 


It is the most natural thing in the world that 


the man committed for lfe, orforalong term 
of years, should best deserve these pardons, for 
they bave the greatest incentive to good be- 
havior ; while a man committed for five or ten 
years wil! only bave deserved it at the time his 
sentence expires. 

I maintain that the subjects selected for par- 
dou were wisely chosen: the me commutted for 
life, and pardoned for uniform good conduct ; 
the other, on a long sentence, pardoved for con- 
duct commendable because of bis earlier mis- 
deeds. 

The leesou which all this taught is too evident 
to need any interpreter. Take the man whom I 
instanced earlier, whose every every dmotion be- 
tokened despair; ell we know that even he has 
hope ; and every man whose sentence extended 
beyond a few years must have said, “I may yet 
obtain a 1 don if only 1 deserve it.” 

It would be difficult to imagme what control 

the prison authorities could have over men com- 
mitted on long terms, could they not bold out to 
them this hope of a on. No system of pun- 
ishments, no amount of di influence, 
can compare in efiicacy, upon such men, with 
ney one faint possibility of one day having par- 
n.

If you do believe it probable that the men 
Butler and Gallagher will be guilty of any crime 
again, you then can have no faith in that theory 
of Prison and Reform-School life which is, and 
must be, the only means ot doing good to the 
persons confined there; and you cannot be an 
advocate of the system of Industrial Schools 
and all similar means for reducing a tendency to 
crime. We will ail grant that it is possible that 
the men B. and G. may return to the criminal 
classes ; but I believe that even the lack of early 
training to some useful pursuit, and the want of 
such influences in boyhood as would have made 
them men, not beasts of prey, is counterbalanced 
by the fact tbat they can now dofeomething. 

At apy rate, let us wateh them. And vill you 
not give us the statistics, in some future issue, 
of the lives which men pardoned from long or 
life sentences bave led; and what per cent of 
boys, who have served three or four years in a 
Reform-School, are ever found afterwards in any 
peual institution? 

Let me say that I do not magnify the moral 
side of the question. I might have alluded to 
certain facts attending the religious condition of 
the men in question; but, being a layman, such 

estions do not interest me; and, furthermore, 
f maintain that the case asl put itis much 
stronger than based upon any religious senti- 
ment. C. B. 


HARV. ARD AND YALE. 


Their Withdrawal from the Rowing 
Association Criticised. 

New Lok, Dec. 23.—Capt. Nicoll, of the 
Princeton University Boat Club, writes a letter 
about the withdrawal of the Yale and Harvard 
crewa, and says that the Iater-Collegiate Row- 
ing Association is likely to exist, and the time of 
the winning crew in the regatta of 1876 
will not be longer because Yale and Har- 
vard are not among the contestants. Capt. 
Nicoll reminds the withdrawing crews that 
the Inter-Collegiate Bowin Association, at its 
last Convention, invi English univer- 
sities to be present at the regatta 
of 1876, and challenged them to race, and asks; 
How. in common courtesy, can we, unless the 
challenge be declined, abandon, or in any way 
impair, the existence of the Association whose 
invitation and challen @ Our Euglish cousins 
will probably accept?” At a meeting of the 
Harvard crew, just previous to their withdrawal, 
one of the students said that the Columbia boat, 
at the late college regatta, contained five men 
who had no right to be there. The President of 
the Columbia Boat Club characterizes this 
statement as utterly faise, adding that Harvard 
must be sadly in need of a good excuse for 
withdrawing from the Association, if the best 
one she can find is an untruthful aod nnpardon- 
able calumny against her strongest friends.

A New Paint. 

The new Houses of Parliament at London are 
to be painted with what is known as the Szerel- 
mey paint, the invention of an Austrian officer of 
that name, appointed to investigate the decay of 
stone, and who claims to have rediscovered the 
lost art of bardening and protecting stone, iron, 
wood, and other surfaces, upon which the per- 
manency of many ancient buildings depended. 
Tor stone-liquid and ston@paint so fill up the 
pores and barden the surface of the cement, 
plaster or stone to which they are applied as to 
case-harden them, rendering them waterproof, 
aud scarcely capable of being affected by the at- 
mospheric or other influences which usuaily 
produce decay. The iron-paint protects iron 
from oxidation, and, once well applied, would 
appear not to require renewal for a long time. 
In preserviog iron from rust, or as a priming 
upon any work, it is far more é@fficacious than 
white-lead, a single coat of it carefully apyplied 
being better than two coats of the best oil-paint.

The method adopted by the Grand Jury of 
the Crimiual Court in dealing with the ques- 
tion of alleged abuses at the County Insane 
Asylum will give additional weight to the 
report on the subject. The jury chose not 
to take the customary junketing trip to the 
Insane Asylum at the county's expense, with 
ample notice of the date of their visit, plenty 
to eat and drink when they got there, and 
the institution expressly prepared for inves- 
tigators; they accepted instead the testi- 
mony of three medical experts who had 
dropped in unexpectedly at the Asylum, and 
who were able to gather facts and draw con- 
clusions impossible for any official party of 
visitors. The tax-payers were saved the ex- 
pense of carriage hire, whisky, and cigars, 
and the Grand Jury were able to present an 
intelligent aud reliable showing of the horrid 
mismanagement peculiar to the Cook County 
Insane Asylum. 


The more the Common Council gas job is 
looked into, the more it develops richness. 
Allowing a clear profit of $5 per lamp to the 
Globe “ Gas-Light” Company, or $10,000 a 
year on 2,000 lamps, there still remains a 
surplus of $12,000 which is to be accounted 
for somehow, or, rather, which helps to ac- 
count for the unanimity and promptness with 
which the ordinance was passed by the Coun- 
cil and signed by the Mayor. The firmness 
of Comptroller Hayes in refusing to sign the 
contract has blocked the game for the pres- 
ent, and Judge Dicxey confirms the correct- 
ness of Mr. Hayes’ position in an opinion to 
the effect that the contract cannot bind the 
city until after an appropriation has been 
made, and that until then the Comptroller is 
under no legal obligation to execute the con- 
tract. And that is the end, for the present, of 
the shameless job. The honest members of 
the Council will be on the lookout for its re- 
appearance in a new disguise. 


HOW TO RESTORE GOOD TIMES. 
It is given out at Washington that the 


Democratic majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives propose to reduce the appropria- 
tions for the support of the various branches 
of the Government to the extent of from 
$42,000,000 to $45,000,000 a year. This re- 
duction is to be made in the appropriations 
for the army, navy, for fortifications, for 
navy-yards, for public buildings, for rivers 
and harbors, for Indian affairs, for collecting 
the revenue, and for salaries of public officers. 
As a Republican, representing the mass of 
the tax-paying and non-official Republicans, 
we express the hope that this report i: true. 
This paper has insisted for several years that 


Congress, like all other bodies clothed with 
the power to spend other people’s money and 
to create offices, seems to have been unable to 
retrench to any great extent. Now, then, is 
the accepted time. The Democratic House 
has the power to reducs the expenditures by 
abolishing many useless offices and reducing 
the compensation of as many more. To that 
reduction of expenditures we trust the Re- 
publican minority will make no objection or 
resistance; the reduction will be sustained by 
the country, no matter by whom it is sup- 
ported and carried. 

The next thing the Democratic House 
should do is to restore the tax on tea and 
coffee, which the subsidy protectionists, 
through the ignorance and cowardice of the 
majority of both parties in Con’ ss, repealed 
some years ago, and thereby add $20,000,- 
000 to the revenue. With the sum saved in 
expenditures and the purely revenue tax on 
tea and coffee, there will be a surplus rev- 
enue of: from sixty millions to sixty-five mill- 
ions of dollars. Having thus economized in 
the way of revenne, the House should then 
take up the tariff. Every article therein 
taxed which is needed or used by any branch 
of manufactures in this country should be 
transferred td the free list. From the re- 
maining tariff taxes the whole element of 
“protection” should be eliminated as an 
outrage and swindle on the American con- 
sumer. An average reduction of 50 per cent 
of the remaining taxes should be made. 
If the Democratic House have the 
courage and the honesty to do these 
things, so long neglected by their 
Republican predecessors, they will do much 
to commend themselves to the favor of the 
country, and this popular approval will be 
made stronger and more conspicuous if the 
Republican members shall make any united 
opposition to the repeal of the extravagant 
expenditures and ultra taxation for bounties 
to individuals, instend of revenue to the 
country. 

With forty millions of dollars saved in ex- 
penditures, twenty million dollars increased 
income from tea and coffee, there will be no 
deficiency in the revenue; on the contrary, 
the general trade of the country, relieved of 
its present embarrassments, will produce 
more revenue than @ mere comparison of 
quantities now imported at the present and 
reduced rates of duty will indicate. There is 
no elasticity in our revenue; the inexorable 
rule of protection keeps the production, 
exportation; and revenues of the country 
always at the mihimmn. 

Of course, for these or any revenue or finan- 
cial reform or improvement there must be a 
return to staple spécie values. More than 
two years and a quarter have passed since the 
collapse of speculation and inflation of prices 
took place in September, 1873. The artificial 
and the fraudulent which were considered 
then to be evidences of prosperity have van- 
ished, leaving the real condition of the coun- 
try as it had been for several years exposed 
to the knowledge of all. There has, however, 
been but little substantial recovery. We 
have speculated less; have refrained from 
wild ventures ; have settled many debts and 
blotted out others; but the country generally 
is still depressed by the overwhelming bur- 
dens of a dishonest system of taxation and a 
legalized system of dishonest paper-money 
values. 

Let the Democratic House, the 
American people, put the currency of the 
country to par; let it reduce the expenditures 
of the country $40,000,000 annually; let it 
restore the purely-revenue tax on tea and 
coffee; let it use the knife freely by 
the tariff from the parasite tion, and it 
will do more in a single session to restore the 
country to healthful prosperity and perma- 
nent wealth than has been done by Congress 


the national expenditures were too great; but 


nothing comparatively, except the raw prod- 
net of the farm.

Under the 
restoration of specie values, the reduction of 
national expenses, and the abolition of 
protective” taxation, the business of the 
country will immediately revive. Our man- 
ufacturers, instead of running on half-time, 
or quarter time, merely to supply a limited 
home market, will then manufacture for ex- 
portation. The mills will ran continn- 
ously, and the mills will be increased. Labor 
will be employed, not as now, spasmodi- 
cally, but all the time, and the number em- 
ployed will be inureased in order to keep up- 
with the increased production. American 
goods will be in demand and for sale 
in all parts of the habitable globe, 
and American commerce will but u- 
lustrate the magnitude of the pro- 
ductions of the American people. An 
increased and increasing commerce will cre- 
ate a necessity for an American marine, and 
the American flag, covering an American 
commercial navy, will no longer be a stran- 
ger in the ports of civilized nations. There 
is no branch of production that will not feel 
the impetus given by a restored system of 
honest money, revenue taxation, amd eco- 
nomical expendituré; Before the renewed 
vigor and prosperity, and consequent wealth 
of the country, the public debt will pass 
away, and the American name and American 
credit will take a rank appropriate to our 
vast productive trade. Blessed as no other 
land is with a varied supply of raw 
material of every character, with inexhaust- 
ible deposits of fuel, and with a system of in- 


before this have been the great manufactur- 
ing nation of the earth. Instead of this, we 
export less manufactures now than we did fif- 
teen years ago, and have to ship our gold by 
every steamer to pay balances. We trans- 
port what we buy and sell in foreign-owned 
vessels, and have an immense population un- 
employed because we are prohibited byahigh 
tariff from converting our raw material in 
manufactured forms for export. Congress 
can give us honest money, honest taxes, re- 
duced expenses, an immense national produc- 
tion of manufactured wares for exportation ; 
constant employment to labor, increased 
wealth, reduction of interest, more loanable 
funds in savings and other depositories, per- 
sonal and national prosperity. Let the Dem- 
ocratic House pass the legislation for these 
purposes, and half the Republicans in and 
out of Congress will not oppose and the other 
half will not venture to resist them, even if so 


disposed. 


“WHAT ARE YOU GOING TO DO ABOUT IT ?”’ 

Tae Tareunz has now made a pretty full 
exposition of the flagrant injustice which has 
been worked out under the name of the 
South Town assessment. It is no longer de- 
nied that the personal property is assessed 
double as high as that of the West and North 
Sides in the aggregate; that this oppression 
is aggravated and intensified by letting large 
numbers escape assessment altogether; that 
many others have been assessed at ridicu- 
lously low figures, and that, in order to make 
up for these deficiencies, others have been 
assessed at three and four times as much as 
they ought to pay. While the facts are not 
denied, there is an effort, as in all such cases, 
to shift the responsibility. Paus, the 
Assessor, pretends to blame it portly upon 
the law, which, as he says, gives the Asses- 
sor too short a time for the amount 
of labor to be done (?) and part. 
ly upon his assistants, a majority 
of whom he alleges to have been 
appointed at the instance of the Justices of 
the Peace, who constitute a majority of the 
Town Board. Puriips omits to state, how- 
ever, that he permitted the Justices of the 
Peace to dictate these appointments, because 
he looked to them to vote him an exorbitant 
compensation in exceas of the amount al- 
lowed by law. 

The simple fact is, that the Assessor, like 
the other town officers, is elected every spring 
by a mob, composed of reckless and disreput- 
able loafers, ready to carry the day by repeat- 
ing or ballot-box stuffing, if necessary. This 
system has gone on so long that respectable 
citizens have given over every purpose of 
contesting it. No decent man goes to 
the polls at these town elections,—no- 
body except those who are drummed up 
for voting purposes out of the grog-shops in 
the interest of the bummer candidates. Hav- 
ing thus observed the appearance of having 
been elected, the Assessor proceeds to ap- 
point a large corps of assistants, made up 
mainly of the rapscallions who assisted in 
collecting the vagabonds that voted and 
stuffed him in, and partly of the men who 
are recommended by the Justices in order to 
secure the acquiescence of the latter in ex- 
orbitant pay. The Assessor's force is thus 
composed of a lot af characterless rowdies, 
to whom the entire distribution of millions 
of dollars of taxes is allotted, and who are 
ready to release one man who will contribute 
a suit of clothes, a new hat, a pair of 
boots, or a $10 bill, and oppressively assess 
another who refuses to come down.” It is 
not necessary to look for any further explana- 
tion of the outrage which the tax-payérs of 
South Chicago are forced to submit to this 
year. 

What is the remedy ? 

It is with the respectable people and tax- 
payers themselves. The Republicans are now 
engaged in forming local organizations with 
the purpose of enlisting the best men in the 
neighborhood in political affairs. There are 
five of these ward clubs already started in the 
South Division. Let every good citizen of 
Republican attachments join the club in his 
ward, and lend his presence and advice to the 
association of his club with the best political 
purposes, and to the exclusion of the low and 
vicious political elements. Let the good cit- 
izens who vote generally with the Democratic 
party follow the same course, and organize 
themselves into local clubs, with special ref- 
erence to the improvement of our municipal 
politics, If both parties can thus be placed 
in the hands of the best men in each, two 
good tickets can be nominated at every town 
election, and the bummers will be left out in 
the cold, forced to vote for respectable and 
competent men or not vote at all.

GENERAL BABCOCK AND THE “ WHISEY- 
THIEVES’ ONGAN.” 

It is proper that Gen. Bascocx should be 
given the full benefit of his explicit, and un- 
qualified, and indignant denial of all co-op- 
eration in the reckless attack upon Secretary 
Bristow recently made by the W/isky-7/neves’ 
Urgan in this city. The article itself, among 
its tissue of cold-blooded fabrications, alleged 
all sorts of actions and intentions on the part 
of Bascocx ; in fact it made Bascock respon- 
sible for nearly all the statements it printed. 
The effect of this article was as damaging to 
Bancock on this account as it was to the 
Organ itself. So long as Bancock was sup- 
posed to be responsible for the publication, 
the inference im his case was inevitable 
that he had some guilty connec. 
tion with the Whisky Ring. Indeed, the 
Whisky- Thieves’ Organ stated outright, in the 
slang peculiar to the Ring, that Basoock was 
ready to give up” all he knows and fully 
explain his connection with the Whisky 
Ring.” Gen. Bapococx denounces the publi- 
cation as an attempt to embroil him with 
Secretary Barstow, and as untrue in every 
particular. As all the cilegations of the arti- 
cle have been found to be untrue outside of 
Bascock’s denial, it is only fair to credit him 
as against the Organ, and regard him m the 
same lightin which he was regarded before 
its publication,—as a man under indictment 
for conspiring to defrand the revenue, but 
entitled to be held as innocent of the charge 
until he shall have been fairly tried and eon- 
victed. 

As to the position of the Whisky- Thieves’ 
Organ, it now seems content to look back 
upon its work as having made a sensation.” 
It isa good deal such a sensation as Jorce 
made when he delivered his celebrated speech 
just before he assumed the position of 
‘“* bookkeeper in the Missouri Penitentiary. 
It is such a sensation as a guilty person 
makes when he concocts a series of startling 
lies with the purpose of diverting attention 
from himself for the moment. It is such a 
sensation as Bascock might have made him- 
self if he had done and proposed to do what 
the Organ attributed to him. The Organ 
says that Bascocxk “has for a long time 
hunted up Bristow’s record.” Bapcoox says 
he hasn't been doing anything of the kind. 
The Organ says that Bascock intends to 
‘*squeal” im order to implicate Barsrow ss 
well as himself, and Bascocx says he doesn't 
intend anything of the sort. In fact, every- 
thing which the Organ accredits to Bancocx 
as having done, doing, or about to do, Ban- 
cock denies in toto, and pronounces to be 
manufactured out of whole cloth by the 
Organ. 

The denials of everybody else are as full 
and complete as Bascocn’s relative to every- 
thing set forth by the Whisky-7hieves’ Organ. 
Mr. Grover, ex-District Attorney, to whom 
very damaging statements concerning Secre- 
tary Bristow were accredited, says that he 
was entirely misrepresented in the Organ’s 
interview, that he did not say what he was 
reported to have said, and that the case 
referred to was one in which the Govern- 
ment was probably at fault, and with which 
Secretary Buistow had nothing to do in any 
event. So everybody else, whose name was 
mentioned in the article, has made a flat 
denial of the statements, and some of the 
men who were cited as intimate friends of 
the Secretary have not even the honor of his 
acquaintance. All these developments leave 
the Whisky-7Thieves’ Orgaa with a sensation 
on its hands of which it will be heartily 
tired before the end shall be reached, even 
if it is not now, and one that has left a sus- 
picion in the public mind of a complicity of 
some of the Organ’s people in the Whisky 
Ring, which will not be entirely removed 
until after all the trials shall have been com- 
pleted and none of those people convicted. 


THE PARDONING POWER AGAIN. 

We print elsewhere a reply to the editorial 
article which appeared in Tug Trrsvuve upon 
abuses of the pardoning pewer, as illustrated 
by the release of two murderers from the 
Joliet Penitentiary on Christmas Day. It pre- 
sents the sentimental side of sympathy for 
criminals as forcibly perhaps as it can be 
shown, but the arguments are profitless be- 
cause there is no sentimental side to murder, 
its commission, and its penalties. It is a 
fearful, terrible reality. 

There are only two pomts really worth 
considering in the communication of our cor- 
respondent. The first of these is the attempt 
on his part to assign a reason for these par- 
dons. In the article to which he replies it 
was stated that we were unaware of the 
special influences which iaduced the Gov- 
ernor to discharge these two murderers. 
Our correspondent also does not ap- 
pear to be aware of them, but as- 
signs as a sufficient general reason that 
the murderers had beer well behaved. 
This is no reason whatever for the exercise 
of the pardoning power. It is expected of 
every convict that he will be well be- 
haved and diligently observe all the rules of 
the prison. Having behaved badly out of 
the Penitentiary, it is expected of him that 
his conduct shall be exemplary in the Pen- 
itentiary. Furthermore, as f for the very 
purpose of showing that good conduct is not 
a reason for pardon, the statutes themselves 
offer a reward for it by requiring the Ward- 
en to keep a record of every infraction of 
the rules of prison discipline, and he is also 
required to inform every prboner that each 
succeeding month of good behavior entitles 
him to a deduction of a certain number of 
days from his term of sentence, the ratio of 
which isfixed by law. Should any convict pass 
the whole time of his sentence in obedience 
to the prison rules, he is entided to a cortifi- 
cate thereof from the Warden, and upon its 
presentation to the Governor he is entitled to 
a certificate of restoration to al his rights of

The pardoning power is a prerogative 
which should only be exercised im rare in- 
stances and where there is good and suflicient 
reason, It was not bestowed upon the Gov- 
ernor merely to release men from imprison- 
ment because they have been well be- 
haved,” or upon any grounds of sentiment 
orsympathy. If this were so, then a sym- 
pathetic and tender-hearted Governor might 
open the prison doors and let all the convicts 
go free. The pardoning power was given him 
to be exercised in cases where an innocent 
person. by an unfortunate combination of 
eareumstances, has been convicted, and clear 
proof is shown to the Governor that such is 
the case; or where mitigating circumstances 
may be furnished to show that the 
was not really as guilty as the jury found him 
to be, and consequently is suffering too much 
punishment for his crime. There are no 
other cases where it should be exercised. It 
is a prerogative purely in the interests of 
justice, not of good behavior, sentiment, or 
sympathy. In the case of murder, where 
the crime is clearly proven there should never 
be a pardon issued. A murderer has for- 
feited his right to live among his fellows. 
Punishment by death is the only complete 
realization of justice, the- only complete 
penalty for his crime, the only 
complete protection of society. Upon 
the very showing of the advocates of impris- 
onment for life that this form of punishment 
protects society by shutting the murderers out 
from it, and that while he is thus dead to 
worldly things he is given time to make his 
peace with God and prepare himself to die in 
a befitting frame of mind, which he cannot 
do in the brief time between the murder and 
the gallows—even admitting that there is 
some force in these pleas, it does not present 
any argument for pardon. The pardoning 
power—when used except for the causes we 
have indicated—is an interference with the 
powers of court, with the administra- 
tion of justice, and with the protec- 
tion of society. It sends criminals 
out into the world without paying the penal- 
ty of their crimes, and thus leads evil dispos- 
ed persons to believe that they, too, can com- 
mit crime and escape with light punishment. 
It is a prerogative which is always liable to 
abuse, and these abuses have become so 
frequent, and have so materially interfered 
with the administration of justice, that it has 
been found necessary in many States to 
define by statute the exact cases in which 
the State Executive may exercise it. It has 
been abused in this State, and it may yet be 
necessary for the people in convention tode- 
vise means to keep murderers in the Peniten- 
tiary after they have succeeded in getting 
thera in there. Our correspondent draws a 
very sentimental picture of these pardons, 
but we can assure him that the people of 
Illinois have no sentimental notions about 
murder or murderers, and that it will be a 
long time before sentiment is allowed to 
usurp the place of justice. If that time 
should ever come, society would have à car- 
nival ruled by demons, in which the weak and 
defenseless would go to the wall and brute 


force would/reign triumphant. 
— — 


The Grand Jury of the Criminal Court has 
reported that they examined a number of 
physicians of this city who visited the 
County Insane Asylum as a committee; that 
these physicians report that there are 300 in- 
mates of the Asylum, under the general 
charge of the Warden of the Alms-House, 
who is wholly inexperienced and incompetent 
to manage such an institution. They report 
also that these 300 unfortunates are under 
the special care of two persons, neither of 
them a graduate of medicine, and who are 
both incompetent to fill the places they hold. 
The Grand Jury, upon the evidence before 
them, find that the insane department of the 
Alms-House is “most ignorantly and out- 
rageously mismanaged.” They report that 
the food furnished the insane is unreasonably 
bad, inadequate, and inappropriate to the 
condition of the unfortunates. With such 
treatment, and under such ignorant care, 
it is declared there is no possible hope of 
cure to any one now confined there. The 
expenditures for the maintenance and care 
of these insane poor during the last year aver- 
aged $257 per head, or over $5 per week for 
each one of the 300 patients. For less money 
than this, these poor people could be provided 
with comfortable lodging, appropriate and 
wholesome food, and skilled and experienced 
treatment. It is evident that the institution 
is run for the profit of others than the ob- 
jects of the public charity. The public money 
is stolen, and the insane are left to starve and 
perish for want of food and want of proper 
medical care. This is but another instance 
of the general way in which the affairs of the 
public are managed. The people pay liberal- 
ly for charity, but there is grave reason for 
supposing that the recipients of this charity 
are not the unfortunate poor, but the con- 
tractors and their dependents, official and un- 
official. The maltreatment of the insane 
poor is an outrage for which there can be no

THE WHEAT PROSPECT. 

Shroeder, Lindblom & Co., of Milwaukee, in their 

circular of last week, take quite a cheerful view of the 


situation in wheat, They say: 

If statistics are of any value, we contend that the 
foliowing figures, pointing all in one direction, telling 
all the same story of early depression and final re- 
covery, area sure index to the course of the market 
during the next six mouths, The “law of averages, 
although but imperfectly unde is nevertheless 
as potent to the scientist as the law of gravitation, and 
the same causes which have for seventeen years pro- 
duced the same result, will effect a like result this 
season. During the present month cash No, 2 wheat 
sold at 96i¢c, which is the lowest figure reached, as 
well during the month as onthecrop. Taking the 
lowest prices during December as a basis, we find that 
during the past seventeen years the price of wheat 
sometime during the next six months, has in each 
and every instance advanced sufficiently to pay all 
expenses and a handsome profit, The average ad- 
vance for seventeen years is 37 per bu; tue smallest 
advance is 140, and the largest 950, 

The maximum advance has been reached mostly 
during January, May, and June. If we carry the 
figures still further and take the advances from the 
lowest prices during the first four months of the cereal 
year to the month of June following, we have an aver- 
age advance of 46c per bushel, which would indicate 
that sometime during the next six months No. 2 Wheat 
would bring at least $1.42 in our market, on the 
hypothesis that the causes now existing are of average 
strength with thesame causes for the past seventeen 
years. We think they are stronger. 

The minimum advance would give us 51.10%, and 
the maximum 51.91. 

We repeat that the unqualified experience of the 
wheat trade shows low prices during the early pert of 
the cereal year, and a handsome appreciation of values 
between December and June, no matter what the out- 
look, The anomaly of large visible supphes co-exist- 
ing with large deficiencies is y explicable.

committed within this and past years. 
To those cognizant of the facts, it would seem 
as though a new assessment each year was un- 
necessary. No good ever comes from it, except 
to make offices for bummers, who rob the many, 
and let the favored few alone. If correct 
records were kept, a great deal of trouble in the. 
future could be avoided. The Town of South 
Chicago is rich, and pays mouey enough to have 
such records made of taxable property for the 
benefit of those who may inquire Jor informa- 
tion. 


THE TOWN CLERK 
should be compelied to keep his office open the 
year round, and the books should be accessible 
to all, in order that errors may verectified, as the 
town valuation is law for all practical purposes 
of taxation, including State, county, city, town, 
and park levies.

I see from the 
statement in this morning’s Tumor that you 
name Dunham, Lipman, etal. Were the truth 
knows, you could easily refer to others. To 
have such men as JackjTierney, Hugh Fitzsim- 
mons, Jack Ryan, and others of the stamp, in 
the employ of an Assessor to appraise our prop- 
erty is simply damnable to us. Men who are, 
comparatively speaking, worse than worthless. 
No wonder that we must file injunctioos ou the

THE CURRENCY QUESTION. 


Secretary Hristow’s ecommenda- 
tion of the Hepegl the Legal- 
Tender Feature of the Greenbacks. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Caicaco, Dee. 24.—The annual report of 
Secretary Bristow 1s before the country, and is 
certainly one of the ablest yet made to Con- 
gress on the subject of finances, and, it seems 
to me, if carefully read, must dispel the 
vagaries and mazy theortes with which we have 
been inundated on this vital question. Dis- 
carding all the theories for resumption without 
radical change in our system, he fully recog- 
nizes the laws of finance as established and ad- 
hered to by all the moneyed and commercial 
nations of the world, and argues the absolute 
necessity of our returning to them at the earliest 
practical moment,—proving (to my mind at 
least) that we ean have no substantial prosperity 
until we do. 

Indorsing, as I most fully do, his economic 
views, so clearly and comprehensively given, I 
confess to some misgiving of judgment. settied 
as are my convictions, in taking issue with him 
on his plan, or rather steps, towards bringing 
round resumption, in recommending, as one of. 
the steps to that end, the repeal of the legal- 
tender feature of our green backs,—to take effect 
on all contracts entered into after the ist of 
January, 1877, but to continue a legal-tender on 
all old contracts made prior to that date. Such 
a measure, in my view, will inevitably complicate 
and defeat resumption, operate unjustly, and 
result most disastrously. Secretary Bristow 
is evidently of the opinion that it was 
unwise, if not unjust, in Congress repealing the 
provision of an act for funding the greenbacks 
in. United States bonds bearing interest payable 
in coin,—this provision being a part of the act it- 
self authorizing their issue, and without which 
it would have been a still greater stretoh of war- 
power to issue them at all, if not wholly uncon- 
stitutional. Ali the arguments he makes against 
that repeal, and in support of the Government 
maintaining good faith in the payment of its ob- 
ligations, and especially the greenbacks, will ap- 
ply with equal force against the legal-ten der 
quality of the greenbacks; for they were is- 
sued as legal-tender,—a substitute for coin, 
and a consideration received for them as such. 
This feature gave value to them largely, and has 
mainly sustained them in circulation; and to 
pow repeal it wonld be snother step added to 
the repeal of the Funding act towards their de- 
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with the exception of aod very lim- 
ited reduction of it of $2,000,000 a month 
under a Fundiog act,—aiso recommend- 
ed by our s another step 
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ness. It will aleo be impracticable to draw the 
line the let of January, 1877, io fixing and de- 
termini old and new in as con- 
temp! by the advocates of the repeal of the 
iegai-tender clause. All the indedtednege ear- 
ried over the lst of January, 1877, wil! be old in- 
debtedness, while renewals, either direct or iodi- 
rect, will be new indebtedness for old considera- 
tion. All obligations entered into after that 
date, whether to individuals or to banks, to raise 
means to pay old debts, will be new indebted- 
ness, and payable only in coin or its equivalent. 

Another very formidable obstacie against the 
repeal is the relation our National-Bank notes 
stand in to the -tenders. Under the 
National-Banking law, the National-Bank notes 
are redeemable in the legal-tender; and I do 
not understand it is contemplated to take away 
this privilege from the banks. The National- 
Baok notes being redeemable in greenbacks 
after Jan. 1, 1877, the same as now,—and 1 
cannot see how it can be otherwise,—the entire 
yolume of our currency, greenbacks and 
National-Bank notes, will be of the same value, 
—a lower. one than now, —aud the premium on 
gold would be still greater. 

Secretary Bristow truly says: Good and bad 
currency cannot be ned in anything like 
equal proportioas in a country having comme r- 
cial relations with other powers and ples. 
The latter will drive away the former. old and 
silver will flow steadily to those points of the 
commercial world where business is done on the 
basis of an unvarying standard of values, and 
where every issue of paper is convertible into 
the precious metals at the option of the holder, 
because they are needed there.” I might add 
much more of his sound aad comprehensive views 
on the subject of finance; but, in recommending 
the repeal of the iegal-tender clause, to take ef- 
fect the Ist of January, 1877, or at any other 
time, earlier or later, as a step towards resump- 
tion, Icannot but view he is greatly in error,— 
believing that such a measure would tend to- 
wards repudiation rather than resumption. Our 
financial system is based on the legal-tenders ; 
they are the keystone to the arch; and, to dis- 
trust and depreciate them, the whole super- 
structure will topple, overwhelming us with dis- 
aster and inextricable confusion. Under our pres- 
ent system they are a substitute for coin, and 
we car only place them gradually with coin 
itself, re-eatabdlishing the specie basis and agaiu 

lacing ourselves in accord with the true laws of 
finance, There is no other solution to our 


finavcial condimon but to fund the legal-tenders 
in United States bonds, and redeem them in 
coin. The Resumption act, to take effect the 
lst of January. 1879, will prove abortive unless 
supplement by a Funding act to go into 
operation at once;, and, the longer we 
delay in adopting some active measure 
for getting rid of the legal-tenders, the more 
difficalt and uncertain Will be resumption, 

It was an egregious error in the legislation of 
Congress to repeal the Funding act. Had the 
Government applied its surplus and used every 
means to pay off the greenbacks, and restore the 
specie-basis, instead of paying off and funding 
its bonds at a lower rate of interest, the pro- 
ductive interests of the country would be 
now in a comparatively healthy and prosperous 
condition. It does not matter much really, 
so far as the productive interests of 
the country are concerned,—the only true 
source of wealth—whether our bouds are at par 
with gold or not. The interest being paid on 
them regularly, we should have looked to our 
home interest in restoring the only true basis 
of value, and let our bonds take care of them- 
selves. In trying to make a paper basis take the 

lace. permanently of a specie one, we 

ave theorized ourselves into the belief, 
almost, that the faith of the Government— 
at par wih gold—makes 
paper, as money for us, as good as gold: 
a most fallacious conclusion, and one which we 
are beginning to reap the disastrous fruits of. 
It is now imperative that we retrieve our errors, 
and adopt the only means to restore the specie 
standard: abeorb sad remove the legal-teader 
which, in the language of Secretary Bristow, 
is an artificial barrier to the use of gold and 
silver, tending not only to prevent the flow of 
gold to the couytry, but promoting the shipment 
abroad of our production of the precious 
metals.” GoLp SranpaRp.
